ite previous conduct, aud thas a second time
commit an open ountrage on the sense of the
conniry by the conmeession. Dat whichever
conrge that body may elsict to pursuns, the
people will expect General Grant, mads Presi-
dent by their own votes, to administer the
Government within the fall limits of his con-
stitntional anthority, and to execute their will
as it is embodied in the organio law.

When a citizen of one of this sisterhood of
States becomes the President of the Faderal
republio, he is theoretically lifted above the
plaiform of all parties, aud from that hour
repregents the majosty of the united people.
What a man wonld do as the Exscutive of a
Btate he might be utterly opposed to doing as
lizecutive ol the nation. That i3 the theory
on this matter which has become the estab-
lished one, Therefors for ourselves wea pro-
pege to apply to the poliey snd conduct of
the next President those rules of politioal

criticlam  whick = sre consonant both with
his high position and with anr
chapged relations to its oocupsat.  Hae

becomes from a privats citizen, from a Gens.
ral of the armies, the President of the United
btates, Hia epdwministration 8 yet to be
opened. A place is prepariog in history for it
when completed, Whatever lis ghall do in
conformity, firsy, to the epirit and mesning of
the enpreme law, that we shall never hesitats
to approve avd soppert; and whataver he may
do to contravene that law, to overlook it, over-
ride ', or nnderwine it, we shall not omit to
cowbat and condemn. Thal law shall bs onr
standard of judguweunt still. It is the very
bulwark and defensa of our republican liber-
ties, and no man speaks even slightingly of it
who knows genuive freedom well enoagh to
recogpize the bariiers, and strongholds, and
fotrepchments. The more devoted a President
is to the Conpstitution, the more devoted we
promise to be to hiw,

The temptations of the dominant party to
continned excesses are likely to be mulliplied
by their present snccess. Henca the grsater
peed of the very restraints which are cousti-
tutionally appuinted. Geperal Graot cannot
be more than huwmen; and, allowing that Con-
gregg congents to give him the full enjoymant
of his oftice, he will do no wors than the most
illnstrions in the live of 'residents have done
bulore bim, in subwitting noreservedly to the
distivet terms on which he becomes the high-
est officer of the Government, And in dolog
that, he will by the sawe act demand that
Congress shall keep to the legislative provines
alone, encroa hing neither on the Exscutive
nor tbhe Jodiciary, aod performiog no more
than the offices of its origlnal crention. Oa
every pide are to bs fonnd limitations. Toe
people had full power on Tu-sday; that day
they gave away again only that part which
they have themzelves desmad negsasary to
promote their highest interests, If the Fresi-
deut elect, as he approaches the plaoca of
power, shall show that he acoepts this simple
and primal privoiple of our republican govern-
ment, he will not fail to satisfy the full expec-
tations of the American people,

Wo Liave now a right to expact peacas, re-
union, eqnal rights, equalized taxes, 4 sonnd
currency, the revival of industry, the diminu-
tion of the public debt, a lighteniog of taxs-
tiop, the steady rise in the puablio seourities,
the resurreciion of commerce, and the retura
of general prosperity, on the strength of the
reiterated professions and promises of the
still domivant party. Theuir jonrnals elaim to
have wel these very isaues in the recent can-
vash, and satisfactorily, Then they are to ba
held to their word, All that they have under-
taken they must religionsly perform, mora
especially as they bave freely denied to their
political oppouents the capaclly for guccess-
fully handling euch mstiers in practics. Io
the politioal administration of the Govera-
ment we ghall weit willlogly for snch pablio
scts as we can conslstently approve. We
shall be glad to give the wow President a
fair opportunity to establish a fame, as a
clvil ruler, far above anything he bas litherto
achieved as a milltary commander. Io his
prospective oareer Le will recsiva onr free
approval on the kame grounds with our
oritivism., We shall jndge his asdwministra-
tion on its merita alove, luokivg, in common
with the people of the country, for the ioau-
guration of public measures to uphold the
ruls of lnw, and to again build np the general
progperiiy.

They had but to keep a oarefal ao-
oonnt of the numbesr of falis names reagisterad
in each voting diatriot, and the conspirators st
Tamwany wight pend to each distriot direo-
tioys how many of tha falss votes shonld ba
credited to Hoffman. The only pracaation
reqnired was that no distriot shoald report a
fotul vots In exovss of ith ragistry,

In the haste and confasion of the esnspira-
tora om Toesday, this precsation was ne-
glected, Thelr tools have, ia many instanoaes,
either beaen carelessly fostraoted, or have
exoveded their instrnotions, For exampls,
wi flod in the Werld, which attempls to turn
the wlola subjaoct of frandulent voiing into a
fuke, that the Twenty ficst diatriot of tha
Kighteenth ward retarns 8 majocity of 440
for Hoflman, in a vots of H00, Lhe total rogis-
try of the distrivt belng 322; and that the
Twentioth digtrict of the Niustesnth ward,
out of a reglstry of 320, returas 433 volus fur
Hoffmun and 138 for Griswold,

The Sun hnes tsken the troabls to make a
tablo of the distriets in which ths Timwaoy
conepirators bave thus blnodersd, and flads no
less than twenty-two of them, retnrning an
aggregate majority of 4385 for Hoffman and of
87060 tor Beymour; probably much more thaa
half the total majority to be returned for the
latter jn the State,

Thess twenty-two districts, being frandalent
on their face, can form mno part of the returns
socepted by the State canvassers, They must
be thrown out first of all. Bal they suggest
apothier ingniry.

If the copepirators have blundered in 22
ont of 325 distrivte, g0 as to expofe thems
gelves upon the face of the retaros, in how
many othsrs bave they succeeded in kesping
within the limits of fraund they hal previonsly
prepared ! They are not men of less than
common shrewdness; bat il is assuming them
1o be rather unasually foolish in their choles
of too's to supposs that they have blandered
as badly as this in one case ont of five.

If they have been chvewd vnough to get the
}"T(Jl. earried out acco ding to its designin four-
tifths of the distriots, vhen the whols nnmber of
distriots inatraocted Lo stulfthe ballot-Loxes on
Tne:day night muost have been ons huundred
aud ten. At the reasdnabls average of two
hupdred, which is mneh less than the actual
averags of Hofman's reported majority in the
districts of the First, Fourth, Sixth, Seventh,
and mavy other wards, here i3 a daduction of
22,000 to be mada from his preteudad majority
in this city, on the single gronnd of frandulent
countivg, or “ballot-box stulliug' alone, apart
from the fraudulent votes actuslly cast duriog
the dav.

On the whole, My, Hoffwan's casn looka very
badly, He appears to have very mnch the
gams right to be Governor tha! the receiver of
gtolen goods, knowing them to bs stolen, has to
the property for which he pays one fonrth ofits
valoe in money and the balance in repatation.
